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Luring in icefishers for 
Operation Bait Bucket

At least three days a week and on 
weekends, Wil Wegman and his 
team from the Ministry of Natural 
Resources Aurora District head out 
onto the ice of Lake Simcoe to chat 
with ice anglers. 

They're not checking up on fish¬ 
ing licences, but spreading the word 
about Operation Bait Bucket. 

Now in its fourth year, Operation 
Bait Bucket educates anglers on the 
importance of purchasing local bait 
to prevent the transmission of fish 
viral diseases and the importance of 
not dumping live baitfish into the 
lake. 

"We tell them we're not here 
checking fishing licences and we set 
them at ease right away," says 
Wegman. That opens the way for a 
dialogue on invasive species, how to 
prevent their spread from lake to 
lake, and how to dispose of leftover 
baitfish. 

"We tell them please not to dump 
their leftover bait fish down the hole. 
That used to be common practice," 
Wegman notes. 

It's now illegal, but the MNR has 
found it far more effective to talk to 
anglers, "and let them know why 
that's not the right thing to do. 
Anglers are interested in doing the 
right thing." 

Among the invasive species that 
can be spread through dumping of 
baitfish are the round goby, rusty 
crayfish, spiny water flea, and Zebra 


mussels in the 'veliger' or free-float¬ 
ing stage, the latter two found in bait 
water. 

All of the invaders have become 
established in Lake Simcoe, but 
there is still a chance, through an 
educated fishing population, to pre¬ 
vent their spread to northern lakes. 

"We don't want to see Lake 
Simcoe become a vector for other 
lakes," Wegman says. 

The response of ice anglers to 
Operation Bait Bucket has been pos¬ 


itive. 

"They love to see their taxpayer's 
dollars at work," Wegman notes, and 
to learn that money raised through 
fishing licences goes to fish and 
wildlife management and research 
across the province. 

Wegman and his team haven't 
been able to get out every day 
they've wanted to, due to the wild 
weather this winter.

Ensign 

flies 

again

Ontario Heritage Week is Feb. 17 
to 23 and to mark the occasion, the 
Innisfil Heritage Committee joined 
with Cecilia Burke, owner of The 
Original Flag Store in Thornton, to 
raise a historic flag at the Innisfil 
Town Hall. 

The flag was the 1924 version of 
the Canadian Red Ensign. It flag 
incorporates the Union Jack of Great 
Britain, the three lions of London, 
the lion rampant of Scotland, the 
harp of Ireland and the Fleur-de-lis. 

But unlike the standard version of 
the Red Ensign, the three maple 
leaves at the bottom of the crest were 
not red, but green. 

Burke, a 'vexillologist' — or flag 
expert — explained that while the 
green was perhaps more realistic, it 
was not popular, and the flag was 
changed back the following year. 

The leaves remained red until 
1965, when the Red Ensign was 
replaced by today's red and white 
maple leaf flag.

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High-risk takedown in Bradford

BRADFORD — One of three men wanted in 
connection with a murder in Newmarket ear¬ 
lier this month was arrested in Bradford, 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Bradford resident John Jansen — wanted 
for first degree murder in the double stabbing 
on Feb. 12 that left 65-year-old Newmarket 
resident Ronidy Roseborough dead and sent 
another man to hospital — was arrested with¬ 
out incident around 2 p.m. in a high-risk 
takedown by South Simcoe and York 
Regional police officers. 

After a search by about 40 officers that 
began around 1 p.m. on Wednesday, he was 
located in an apartment on Holland Street 
West along with a 27-year-old woman who 
was also arrested and charged with an acces¬ 
sory after the fact. They were taken into cus¬ 
tody by York Regional Police, who will be 
continuing with the murder investigation. 

There was a strong police presence in 
Bradford earlier in the day — including emer¬ 
gency response officers, K-9 units as well as 
uniformed and traffic patrols — as police 
searched for Jansen, who was presumed to be

armed and dangerous. 

Jansen, 38, was identified as one of three 


suspects being sought by York Regional 
Police in a double stabbing in Newmarket

Council to decide on second NVCA representative

What started as a simple appointment to 
the board of the Nottawasaga Valley Conser¬ 
vation Authority (NVCA) late last year 
recently turned into a major debate in coun¬ 
cil, amid complaints that proper procedure 
wasn't followed. 

Deputy Mayor Dan Davidson, the town's 
lone representative on the NVCA board in 


2013, had supported a recommendation that 
Innisfil appoint a second representative to 
the board to offset 'stacking' of the board by 
pro-development interests in other munici¬ 
palities. 

Based on population, the town was entitled 
to have two representatives, but had cut back 
to one to save the NVCA money. 

With executive elections and the 2014 
budget coming up in January, there was some 
urgency and Mayor Barb Baguley appointed 


Coun. Ken Simpson to sit as a second repre¬ 
sentative. It was when that appointment 
came to council to be ratified on Jan. 22 that 
debate heated up. 

Although he agreed that Coun. Simpson 
would capably represent the interests of Inn¬ 
isfil, Coun. Doug Lougheed objected to the 
process, arguing that the mayor hadn't fol¬ 
lowed the procedure that had been followed 
for other council appointments to commit¬ 
tees or boards. 


He successfully had the decision put off 
until the Feb. 5 meeting of council and then, 
at that meeting, called for a deferral of the 
vote, "to follow the process this council has 
historically followed for appointments." 

Council first passed another motion to 
reconsider the 2012 resolution that limited 
the number of representatives at the NVCA to 
one.

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We will 
need oil 
in the 
long run 

T here's no end in sight to the war of words about the 
environment and climate change. 

Right now, record cold temperatures are leading some 
to wade into an argument over global warming. Don't 
take the bait. From anyone. 

As Lorrie Goldstein reminded us in a January column 
entitled "The weather is not the climate," those on both 
the left and right often get it wrong. 

"What bears repeating in the face of all this nonsense is 
that no single weather event proves or disproves anthro¬ 
pogenic (man-made) climate change, nor does one, or a 
few, warm or cold winters or summers, or a few active or 
dormant hurricane seasons," Goldstein wrote. 

Which means, taking the short-term view and cherry- 
picking an event or two to prove your point is foolish. 

Same goes for the related debate on Northern Gateway 
and Keystone. 

Pipelines are developed for the long-term. And guess 
what? They'll be needed for the long-term. 

Last week we published a graphic highlighting research 
from the Montreal Economic Institute. 

"On an international level," we quoted, "Canada has a 
relatively small economy. Our GDP represents just 1.76% 
of global production. And yet we are one of the main pro¬ 
ducers of energy. Thanks to the diversity of our natural 
resources, Canada has become a leader in the production 
of several forms of energy." Interestingly enough, the 
energy industry makes up the second largest share of our 
GDP -- behind manufacturing - with 9.5%. 

In other words, the industry as it currently stands is 
important. To those working in it. To those directly bene¬ 
fiting from it. And to all Canadians- who indirectly bene¬ 
fit. 

Other details were interesting too. Like how the oil and 
gas industry paid $18 billion in taxes and royalties in 
2012. Or how the industry provided 335,000 jobs that year. 
These numbers will go up and down over the years. 

The main long-term trend to take note of is a break¬ 
down of Canada's energy demand for both 2012 and 2035. 

Oil met 36% of demand in 2012. And in 2035? It's pro¬ 
jected to be the same - 36%. The proportion of demand is 
expected to remain constant. 

We're all for alternative energy, but it will have to 
develop naturally, according to market forces.

County boosting health care 


In addition to funding and providing 
Long Term Care and Emergency Services 
to Simcoe County residents and visitors, 
the County of Simcoe has long been a 
major funding contributor to our regional 
hospitals.

advise the County of each hospital's 
ongoing capital needs. Their goal is to 
ensure equitable distribution of available 
funding from the County to hospitals in 
the SCHA. 

We are proud to contribute $3 million 
to the SCHA as our 2013 commitment to 
support capital projects at five or our area 
hospitals including Collingwood General 
& Marine Hospital, Georgian Bay General 
Hospital, Royal Victoria Regional Health 
Centre, Southlake Regional Health Centre 
and Stevenson Memorial Hospital. 

Each year, the SCHA assesses the needs 
of our area hospitals and recommends 
funding be distributed accordingly. These 
monies will be used towards a variety of 
capital projects that contribute to the 
improvement of health care throughout 
the county. 


An official cheque presentation to the 
SCHA will be held at the County of 
Simcoe Administration Centre on the 
morning of Thursday, Feb. 27. 

The event demonstrates the County's 
strong partnership with the SCHA and 
our area hospitals, as well as Council's 
ongoing commitment to ensuring our 
residents have access to quality health 
care and world-class hospitals. 

The quality of life of all our residents 
and visitors is often dependent on the 
strength of our hospitals and their staff 
and many volunteers. 

The County of Simcoe has provided 
generous support to our local hospitals 
pledging to commit $62.2 million in fund¬ 
ing from 1994 to 2016. Specifically, $20 
million has been marked for the Simcoe 
Muskoka Regional Cancer Centre at the 
Royal Victoria Hospital. 

We have almost reached our current 
funding commitment and look forward to 
building future partnership with health 
care providers throughout Simcoe 
County for the greater good of our com¬ 
munities and residents.

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Town pondering solution 
to feral cat colonies

A multi-clawed program to deal with 
growing colonies of feral (wild) cats in 
Innisfil is being being considered by 
town council. 

There are at least four known such 
colonies in Innisfil — Alcona, Sandy- 
cove, Belle Ewart and Cookstown — 
animal control officer Sheri Hall told 
councillors Wednesday night. 

Hall said the vast majority of compan¬ 
ion animals surrendered to shelters are 
cats, adding they have become "the new 
disposable pet." 

A study by the Canadian Federation 
of Humane Societies surveyed munici¬ 
palities, veterinarians and rescue organ¬ 
izations, 78% of which agreed there is a 
cat overpopulation problem. The study 
found the cat population is increasing at 
a rate faster than the human population, 
and that cats are overwhelming shelters 
across the country. 

Abandoned animals are posing 
another serious problem: growing 
colonies of feral, or wild, cats, Hall said. 

"In our communities we have people 
who love these feral cats," paying out of 
their own pockets to "love and nurture 
and ... protect these feral cats," she said, 
but neighbours are often upset, because 
of the smell, the defecation in gardens, 
and the loss of bird life. 

In some areas, cats have attracted 
coyotes, who see them as a food source, 
drawing the predators close to settle¬ 
ment areas. Complaints have been 
increasing. 

Hall proposed a solution to the bur¬ 
geoning cat population and increasing 
number of feral cats: a feral cat catch — 
neuter/spay — release program. 

Animal Control would provide the 
cages and traps, local cat rescue organi¬ 
zations would provide volunteer man¬ 
power, and local vets have agreed to 
provide special pricing for the spaying 
and neutering. 

Hall would like to see the town 
become a partner, by providing a heated

vacant building that could be used for 
the program for two to three days, and 
$10,000 in funding to address the three 
most "critical" cat colonies. 

The goal would be to trap the feral 
cats — colony by colony — and steriliz¬ 
ing, identifying and inoculating the wild 
cats; adopting out kittens and mature 
cats friendly enough to be domesti¬ 
cated; placing others with farmers in 
need of barn cats for rodent control; and 
returning the rest to their original 
colony. 

"We need to take more responsibility 
for these feral populations," Hall said, 
noting that the colonies are also breed¬ 
ing grounds for diseases. "There's no 
one stakeholder responsibility. It 
requires a community effort to solve it." 

She also emphasized how important 
the veterinary co-operation is to the 
program. Under ordinary circum¬ 
stances, it can take three trips to the vet¬ 
erinarian and about $500 to spay/neuter 
and inoculate one feral cat. The average 
cost of neutering is $240; the average 
cost of spaying, $375, "which is why cats 
have become such a disposable pet." 

Coun. Lynn Dollin supported the pro¬ 
gram. 

"Ten thousand dollars this year could 
save us a lot more next year. I think it's 
definitely worth it." She noted that 
bylaw enforcement is already looking at 
proposals, including a move to limit the 
number of cats per household, and 
asked that the proposal be referred to 
staff, to be addressed in the upcoming 
report from the manager of municipal 
law.

Be prepared, take precautions when dealing 
with severe weather

The following checklist can help 
keep your family safe. It is provided 
by home safety expert Carol Heller of 
Kidde Canada, a leading home fire 
safety company. 

If the power goes out, never use 
a barbecue as a source of heat or 
run gas generators indoors or in a 


garage...even if the garage door is 
open. Carbon monoxide fumes can 
pass through the walls of your home 
and expose your family to the invis¬ 
ible and deadly gas. 

Make sure all hardwired or plug-in 
smoke and carbon monoxide alarms 
have battery backup. This will keep 
them operating if you lose power. 


Otherwise you are not protected. 

After extended power outages, 
replace the backup battery in your 
alarms in case the extended use 
drained it completely. 

All gas-fired devices must be 
vented, so be sure to clear outdoor 
vents of deep snow or other debris. 

If you use candles to provide light, 


make sure that they are contained in 
glass jars well away from flammable 
materials such as drapes and table 
cloths. And extinguish them when 
you go to bed.

Boil for 3 - 5 minutes, stirring constantly, 
cool overnight 

Finishing Touches 

2 cups barbecue sauce 

Directions 

Prepare rub, mop and barbecue sauce the 
night before. Rub pork shoulder with yellow 
mustard, cover with rub, and let rest for half 
an hour before placing on your barbecue. Set 
your barbecue for indirect grilling at 225°F. 
In a gas barbecue, use a smoker box for your 
wood chips; for charcoal barbecues, place 
a handful of soaked wood chips on the sur¬ 
face of the charcoal. Place the pork shoulder 
on the barbecue, close the lid. Begin coating 
with apple juice mop an hour into the cook¬ 
ing process and continue to baste every half 
hour. Leave pork on grill until the internal 
temperature of the pork reaches 185°-190° F. 
This could take from 6 to 10 hours, depend¬ 
ing on weather conditions. Monitor the inter¬ 
nal temperature of the pork using a meat ther¬ 
mometer. Once it has reached a temperature 
remove it from the barbecue, wrap it tightly 
in foil and allow it to rest for at least an hour 
before pulling. Do not skip this step, as it is 
the final step in allowing the connective tissue 
to completely break down, resulting in tender, 
moist pork. Shred using pork claws or a meat 
fork. Mix with barbecue sauce and enjoy. 

Important Preparation Tips: 

• Purchase a pork shoulder with a nice fat 
cap. There is a lot of flavour and moisture 
there, so leave it on. 

• Keep the cooking temperature inside the 
barbecue constant at approximately 225°F. 

• Take the guess work out of grilling by using 
a meat thermometer to monitor the internal 
temperature of the meat.

The massive amounts of snow we have 
received this winter have caused us all sorts 
of grief. 

From bad driving conditions to having to 
shovel our driveways repeatedly, all of this 
snow has meant some very large snowbanks 
have built up on the side of streets and drive¬ 
ways. 

While these large snowbanks can be a hin¬ 
drance when reversing out of your driveway, 
they have a more subtle danger. 

Kids love snow; playing, building, throwing 
snowballs. When large snowbanks exist, the 
temptation to build snow forts and tunnels 
can be hard to overcome. 

But tunneling in snowbanks is extremely 
dangerous. Snow from the road is mixed with 
sand and salt, and can decompose at any 
time. 

Fluctuations in temperature can cause a 
tunnel to cave in, trapping kids inside. Suffo¬ 
cation is a real danger and even if they can 
breathe, hypothermia can set in in minutes. 
Plows can come by at any time to cut back or 
add to the snowbanks, even on days without 
snowfall. 

A child could be trapped or hit by the 
snowplow if playing too close to the road. 

Remind your children of the dangers of 
tunneling in snowbanks, the dangers of play¬ 
ing next to the road, and the need for 
common sense. 

Supervise your kids at play, and let's not 
have a tragedy.

Then Lougheed asked for more time,for 
councillors interested in sitting on the NVCA 
board to put their names in for consideration. 

His resolution called for the appointment 
to be discussed and decided in camera in a 
closed door session "to follow the process 
which this council has historically followed 
for appointments." He was told that the 
normal procedure was for the mayor to nomi¬ 
nate a candidate, and council to then confirm 
the appointment by resolution. The appoint¬ 
ment of a councillor in camera is never done, 
and would not be appropriate, staff advised. 

The only departure from the standard: this 
time, the mayor hadn't asked all councillors 
to submit their names for consideration if 
they wished to sit on the NVCA Board. 

Baguley said that she could circulate an e- 
mail asking for names; if more than one qual¬ 
ified individual expresses interest, a name 
could be drawn from a hat for the appoint¬ 
ment. Debate continued for 40 minutes 
before an amended resolution was passed 
deferring the vote until all interested parties 
submitted their names, and a choice of repre¬ 
sentative made in time for the Feb. 19 meet¬ 
ing. 

Under the town's procedural bylaw, a 
motion to defer is not debatable or amend¬ 
able. After the meeting, Lougheed explained 
that he was not opposed to Simpson being 
appointed. 

"What I wanted considered... (is) that only 
Ward 1 (my Ward) and Ward 7 (Lynn Dollin's 
Ward) are the only wards to have NVCA lands 
within Innisfil. All other wards are entirely 
contained within the LSRCA boundary." 

With major decisions coming up on the 
South Innisfil Drain, Lougheed said, "It is my 
opinion that a Ward 1 or 7 appointee to the 
NVCA Board may have greater touch with 
this issue and others, including electoral 
accountability." 

And yes, he said, he does intend to submit 
his name for consideration.

But when they do get out, they've noticed some trends on 
Lake Simcoe. 

There are fewer permanent ice huts out this year and more 
of the light portable huts, almost a 50-50 split. Uncertain 
winter conditions for the past few years have meant that 
"more and more people want to be more mobile on the ice," 
Wegman explains. 

As for fishing conditions, "We have the best ice conditions 
we've had in at least 10 years," he says. "Fishing has been 
okay, but not spectacular. We have seen some good lake trout, 
more whitefish than last year, and of course, our jumbo 
perch." 

And there's still plenty of time in the season for fishing to 
improve.

The annual Big Brothers Big Sisters Barrie 
District Bowl for Kids' Sake — the organiza¬ 
tion's premier fundraising event — will once 
again see hundreds of participants bowling 
for strikes and making a positive difference in 
the lives of'Littles'. 

This year's Bowl for Kids' Sake — running 
from March 17-27 at Bowlerama Barrie at the 
Bayfield Mall — is made possible thanks to 
the efforts of Barrie and area radio stations, 
businesses and title sponsor TD Bank, 
according to Barrie Big Brothers Big Sisters 
(BBBS) executive director Marianne Arbour.

Being a host municipality for an interna¬ 
tional event comes at a cost. 

The Town of Innisfil will be hosting the 
shooting competitions for the Toronto 2015 
Pan American and Parapan American Games 
at the Toronto International Trap and Skeet 
Club, east of Coolcstown. 

To meet the expected costs of participation 
and promotion, Innisfil council approved a 
new Pan Am/ParaPan Am Games Account in 
the amount of $100,000, for 2014 and 2015. 

The funds will come from the Alternate 
Revenue Source reserve fund — monies from 
the OLG Slots at Georgian Downs — and not 
tax dollars. 

A report to council pointed out that the 
host facility is privately owned, although it 
will be receiving funding from the federal 
government to upgrade to world class stan¬ 


dards. 

The town is not expected to face any finan¬ 
cial involvement in the upgrades. 

But it will be expected to provide some 
security through the South Simcoe police, as
